ENTLEMEN,- — ■ 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  the 
ssions,  discharges,  and  deaths  of  Patients  occurring  at  the 
am  during  the  year  1860. 

Fifty-eight  Men  and  thirty- two  Women  have  been  admitted, 
?y  large  proportion  of  whom  were  in  a  feeble  state  of  bodily 
;h;  thus,  nineteen  cases  were  more  or  less  paralysed,  six 
epileptic  ;  three  had  been  idiotic  from  birth,  two  were  worn 
>y  old  age  and  sickness  ;  one  was  deaf  and  dumb ;  and  one 
nt  was  in  such  a  state  of  exhaustion  as  to  die  on  the  second 
lifter  admission,  and  another,  so  much  so,  as  to  die  on  the 
day — having  been  sustained  in  life  thus  long  by  stimulants, 
iissiduous  nursing.  Thus,  of  thirty-three  cases,  or  one-third 
re  admissions,  it  could  safely  be  predicted,  at  the  time  they 
received  into  the  Hospital,  that  they  could  not  recover ; 
i)f  the  remaining  two-thirds  many  had  been  insane  for  long 
els.  I  have  so  frequently  referred  to  the  evils  of  delay  in 
ng  Patients  to  the  Asylum,  that  I  now  leave  these  melan- 
facts  to  make  their  own  impression  upon  the  public  mind. 

Twenty-eight  Men  and  fourteen  Women,  or  46  per  cent, 
the  admissions,  have  been  discharged,  Cured ;  and  eight 
and  two  Women  have  been  discharged,  Improved.

Two  convalescent  Patients  escaped,  and  were  concealed  by 
reputed  friends,  until  a  fortnight  had  passed  away,  and  thus 
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Escapes. 


obtained  their  freedom ;  the  Lunacy  Act  requiring  .that  at 
expiration  of  a  fortnight  new  Certificates,  testifying  to 
Insanity  of  the  Patient,  be  obtained,  before  he  can  be  re-admi 
into  the  Asylum.  One  of  these  cases,  at  the  end  of  the  fortn: 
when  he  made  his  appearance,  was  properly  taken  by  his  ps 
officer  to  a  Medical  man,  who  did  not  feel  justified  in  certif 
that  the  Patient  w7as  then  Insane.  The  other  case,  notv 
standing  an  energetic  search  for  the  previous  fortnight  on 
part  of  the  Asylum  Attendants,  was  permitted  by  his  rela 
and  others  to  be  at  large.  In  an  exacerbation  of  his  malady,  s 
weeks  after  he  had  quitted  the  Asylum,  the  poor  fellow  destr 
himself. 


In  order  to  facilitate  his  cure  a  large  amount  of  freedc 
given  to  a  convalescent  Patient ;  and  it  is,  therefore,  not  a 
cult  task  for  him  to  escape  from  the  Asylum,  should  he 
disposed  to  do  so.  It  would  frequently  occur,  were  it  not 
moral  ties  induce  him  to  remain.  When  an  exception  sp 
up,  when  impatience,  or  any  other  cause,  prompts  the 
Lunatic  to  forget  his  obligations,  to  break  his  parole,  an 
escape  from  his  guardians,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that 
one  should  consider  it  a  friendly  act  to  conceal  him  front 
Attendants  who  go  in  pursuit  of  him.  In  the  case  above  ref 
to,  the  Patient  distinctly  stated  to  persons  who  saw  him 
his  escape,  that  he  had  been  kindly  treated  at  the  As 
Such  concealments,  by  increasing  the  cost  of  search,  infll 
great  expense  upon  a  Charitable  Institution,  is  a  great  wrc 
the  Patient  himself,  and  injurious  to  society  at  large.  It  s' 
not  be  forgotten,  that  no  person  has  a  pecuniary  interest  i 
detention  of  a  Patient  in  a  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  an 
discharge  is  certain  to  bo  given  to  him  as  soon  as  his  n  J ; 
health  is  firmly  established.

3  treatment ;  and,  when  he  is  restored,  to  guard  against  his 
se  by  treating  him  generously  during  the  first  few  weeks 
lie  is  called  upon  to  grapple  with  the  difficulties  of  life.  It* 
1  he  found  that  a  present  sacrifice  of  a  few  shillings  would
